New York, Jan. 10—The federal 
authorities investigating German ac 
tivities will inquire immediately into 
the status of the two men under ar­ 
rest at Youngstown, who are said to 
have confessed that they were sent 
from New York to Youngstown to 
start a strike. 


Youngstown, O., Jan. 10.—The in­ 
quisition by both federal and Mahon­ 
ing county authorities into mob vio­ 
lence at the plant of the Youngstown 
Steel and Tube company plant, when 
two 
persons 
were 
killed, 
m a n y 
wounded and a million dollars’ worth 
of property destroyed, took a sensa­ 
tional turn when County Detective 
Kane said two Austrians in the coun­ 
ty jail here have made confessions in 
which they asserted they were sent 
here from New York to start a strike 
to prevent the manufacture of war 
munitions. 
“It would be useless for us to at­ 
tempt to operate our plant while some 
of the workers are in their present 
frame of mind,” J. A. Campbell, presi­ 
dent of the Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube company said, discussing the 
strike conditions, for the first time 
since the riot at the plant in Bast 
Youngstown. 
“We do not need any protection for 
ourselves, but we want to have our 
workers and their homes protected. 
Brigadier 
General 
Speaks 
has 
in­ 
formed us that he will remove the na­ 
tional guardsmen from our plant. 
It 
was never intended that they should 
he quartered there. 
“We will not import strikebreakers. 
I am confident that outside people 
were responsible for the shooting, it 
has been suggested that this trouble 
was provoked by enemies of the al­ 
lies. 
They may have been a factor. 
W e have been making war munitions, 
and when we started many of the 
Austrians in our employ refused to 
work. 
They may have seized the op­ 
portunity of assisting in this trouble 
by inciting the other men.” 
Over 400 persons were taken into 
custody in East Youngstown by sol­ 
diers and deputy sheriffs and the an 
thorities are In a quandary as to 
where the prisoners were to be kept. 
Movements toward a settlement of 
the strike at the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube company in East Youngs­ 
town and in Struthers, and the Re­ 
public Iron and Steel company in 
I>ansingville, where probably 18,000 
men are employed with less than 
5,000 of them on strike are started. 
Peace plans outlined by Governor 
Willis were launched by Fred C. Crox- 
ton, chief of the state mediation board 
whom the governor sent here from 
Columbus.

Taft

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 10.—Ex- 
President Taft in a formal statement 
given to the News, appears for pub­ 
lication, makes the point that the 
representatives of business interests 
of the country are giving th eir. sup­ 
port to the prospect of a league to 
enforce peace which he is president 
Mr. Taft also commends the idea 
of a league of American republics 
which was put forth at the Pan- 
American, Congress, as one which 
looks toward the creation of a world­ 
wide league of nations, such as is 
contemplated by the Taft league. 


New York, Jan. 10—The federal 
Jury which, for nearlv three months 
heard the evidence for and against 
the eleven former directors of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, who were charged by the 
government with conspiracy to mon­ 
opolize New England’s transportation 
facilitie, rendered a split verdict, aft­ 
er fifty-one hours’ deliberation. 
Six of the defendants were ac­ 
quitted. 
The jury could not agree 
upon a verdict in the cases of the 
other five. 
Judge William H. Hunt 
accepted the findings that way and 
discharged the jurors. 
The six who were acquitted were: 
D. Newton Barney of Farmington, 
Conn.; Robert W. Taft of Providence,

Haven, Conn.; Judge A. Heaton Rob­ 
ertson of New Haven, Conn.; Fred­ 
erick F. Brewster of New Haven. 
Conn.. and 
Henry K. 
Mcltarg 
of 
Stamford, Conn. 
The five on whose cases the jury 
could not agree are: 
William Rocke­ 
feller, Charles F. Brooker of Ansonia, 
Conn.; Charles M. Pratt of Brooklyn; 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, and Elward D. 
Robbins. 
All of the defendants except Wil 
liam Rockefeller and Henry K. Mc- 
Harg were in court when the verdict 
was announced. 
Judge Hunt formal­ 
ly ordered the discharge of the ac 
quitted ex-directors. It is said to be the 
intention of the government to move 
the other five cases for trial as soon 
as possible.

Washington Still Lacks Evidence to 


Prove 
Persia Was Attacked by a 


Submarine— Expect 
Settlement 
of 


Frye Case In Near Future. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—In high ad­ 
ministration circles the belief is ex­ 
pressed that a complete settlement of 
the Lusitania case would be reported 
immediately. 
This settlement is ex­ 
pected to embrace an acceptance of i 
disavowal of the disaster and a pay­ 
ment of a money indemnity to the 
United States for losses sustained by 
the sinking of the boat. 
Although still at odds on the form 
of disavowal, state department offi­ 
cials indicate that this will be set­ 
tled satisfactorily within a few days. 
The state department is still lack­ 
ing evidence necessary to prove that 
the British liner Persia was attacked 
by a submarine and is now awaiting 
the outcome of the inquiries which 
the 
German and Austrian 
govern­ 
ments are taking of their submarine 
commanders in 
the Mediterranean. 
Unless these investigations show that 
a German or Austrian submarine is 
responsible, 
the 
American 
govern 
ment, it is admitted in administration 
circles, will be compelled to give up 
any further attempt in this case. On 
the other hand, it is predicted, if 
either Germany or Austria accept re­ 
sponsibility for the attack the I nited 
States will promptly demand satis­ 
faction. 
This demand will go beyond 
a disavowal, punishment of the com­ 
mander and reparation. 
The note 
will take the form of a demand for 
a new and broader expréssion from 
all the central powers, including Tur­ 
key, and Bulgaria as to their willing­ 
ness to respect international law. 
Only the merest technicalities, offi­ 
cials believe, stand in the way of the 
final adjustment of the William P . 
Frye case. 
Germany’s latest note on 
this dispute is regarded at the state 
department as thoroughly 
satisfac­ 
tory. 
With 
the 
submarine 
controversy 
well on the way to an amicable ad­ 
justment, as American officials see it, 
the state department may now pro­ 
ceed to take up aggressively the con­ 
tentions 
which 
the 
United 
States 
holds against Great Britain in regard 
to 
unwarranted 
interference 
with 
American trade. 
Great Britain already has before 
her the American note of Oct. 21, 
1915, protesting against the British 
orders in council and the protest just 
sent against interference with Amer­ 
ican mails to and from Germany. 
That the United States means to 
follow its protests to the allies vigor­ 
ously was indicated in the concluding 
paragraph of the note of Oct. 21, 
which follows: 
“This championing the integrity of 
neutral rights, which have received 
the sanction of the civilized world 
aganst the lawless conduct of bellig­ 
erents, arising out of the bitterness 
of the great conflict which is now' 
wasting the countries of Europe, the 
United States unhesitatingly assumes 
and to the accomplishment of that 
will devote its energies.”

It is certain, however, that there 
will be almost daily discussion at the 
capitol of the conditions affecting the 
United States as a result of the Eu­ 
ropean war, now that the bonds of 
restraint which kept members so long 
silent have been broken.

Deliberation on the subject of na­ 
tional preparedness is now fairly un­ 
der way in both houses of congress. 
The leaders agree that it will be many 
wTeeks before any definite idea can be 
formulated as to the naval and army 
bills.

reorganization, 
the 
house committee having begun last 
week. 
Revenue legislation in the mean­ 
time will not be considered. 
Repre­ 
sentative Kltchin, chairman of the 
ways and means committee, and Sen­ 
ator Simmons, chairman of the fi­ 
nance committee, agree that it would 
be useless to discuss the program 
until it is far enough advanced to 
indicate how much money will be 
needed.

Bulgarians and Teutons Reported to 


Be Hastening Plans For an Attack 


on 
Saionica— Austrians 
are 
Busy 


Against Russians and Montenegrins. 


London, Jan. 10.—The campaign at 
the Dardanelles has been abandoned. 
The positions at the tip of the Galli­ 
poli peninsula, which were retained 
when the British troops left Seddul 
Bahr and Anzac Cove on Dec. 19, 
have now been evacuated. 
Not a 
British or French soldier now re­ 
mains on the peninsula where more 
than 
100,000 men 
were killed or 
wounded since April last in futile at­ 
tempts to force the Turkish lines. 
The evacuation of the last allied 
position was effected, according to 
the official announcement, with the 
loss of one British soldier wounded— 
the French suffering no casualties. 
This appears to have been an even 
more successful exploit than the with 
drawal of the Seddul Bahr and Anzac 
Cove troops, where the losses in 
curred were “insignificant.” 
On the 
early occasion the statement said the 
operations were carried out without 
the Turks being aware of the move­ 
ment, although the allied troops had 
been in the closest contact with the 
enemy. 
In contrast with the statement of 
only one man wounded, a statement 
issued by the Turkish war office and 
received here, tells of heavy artillery 
fighting all along the line across the 
peninsula. 
The Turkish statement 
says the Turkish batteries on the 
Asiatic 
coast 
shelled 
the 
landing 
places 
at 
Seddul-Bahr 
and 
Teke- 
Burnu and also shelled allied troops 
in the Kere Vezzere valley leading to 
the strait from the Krithia heights. 
It 
would 
seem 
probable that 
the 
troops shelled in this valley may have 
been on their way from the positions 
south of the heights to the shore for 
purpose of embarking. 
The Turkish statement makes no 
mention of the withdrawal of the al­ 
lies from the peninsula. 
The date of 
the withdrawal is not given in the of­ 
ficial announcement issued here. 
Quiet reigned on other war fronts 
with the exception of the area around 
Hartmanns 
Wellerkopf, 
where, 
ac 
cording to Berlin reports, the Ger­ 
mans have completed their recon­ 
quest of the trenches which fell into 
the hands of the French on Dec. 21. 
The Germans announce that 1,083 
chasseurs and fifteen machine guns 
were captured. 
Greek correspondents continue to 
assert that the Bulgarians and Ger­ 
mans are hastening plans for an at­ 
tack on Saionica. 
But the Austrians 
are fighting hard against the Russians 
and MnntPviaiyHanR and the Blllgars 


are largely occupied in a resolute at­ 
tempt to reach the Adriatic, from 
which they are only forty miles dis­ 
tant, at El Bassan, Albania.

Pollard of Delphi as special Judge to 
hear the case of the state on relation 
of the auditor of state against the 
Bank of Fowler. 
The case is the outgrowth of fail­ 
ure of the Bank of Fowler and two 
other private institutions in Ambia 
and Goodland, owned by John H.

Birthplace In Town of Niles, 0., Loca­

All the nation, and more especially all 
the state of Ohio, joins on Jan. 29 in 
honoring the memory of William Mc­ 
Kinley, twenty lif/li president of the 
United States, who was born in the 
little town of Niles, O., on that day in 
the year 1S43. He died as a result of 
a wound inflicted by an assassin in 
Buffalo, X. Y., oil Sept. 14. 1901. 
In commemorating the memory of 
his birth Ohio has made the day som e­ 
what of a state holiday, and memorial 
services are held in many places. 
McKinley is remembered as one of 
the most popular and loved presidents 
that the United States ever had 
The 
Republican national convention nomi­ 
nated him for president in 1 iSlKL and he 
was elected over \V illiaiu J.' Bryan in 
the 
November election. 
During 
Ids 
term the United States engaged in war 
with Spain anil at its close entered on 
a new era of expansion. 
In 1900 Mc­ 
Kinley was renominated and re-elect­ 
ed, he taking the oath for the second 
tim e on March 4, 1901.

President McKinley after spending a 
vacation at his home in Canton went 
to Ruffalo on Sept. 4 to visit the Pan 
American exposition. 
While holding a 
public reception in the Temple of Mu­ 
sic on Sept. 0 the president was twice 
shot by Leon Czolgosz, a Polish an­ 
archist. 
lie lingered for a week, re­ 
taining consciousness to the lust. 
Ad­ 
vised that the end was near, he re­ 
sponded; “Goodby, all; goodby. 
It is 
God’s way; his will be done, not ours.” 
William McKinley was married to 
Ida Saxton, daughter of James and 
Katherine Saxton, in Canton on Jan. 
25, 1871. 
They were the parents of 
two daughters, Katherine and 
Ida, 
both of whom died in infancy. 
Mrs. 
McKinley died on May 20, 1907. 


The M cK in ley Memorial. 
Now in process of construction near 
his birthplace at Niles there is one of 
the most magnificent memorials to be 
found anywhere in the country. 
The 
memorial was provided for by an act 
of congress signed by President Taft 
March 4, 1909, and was the first act 
that he signed as president. 
An asso­ 
ciation was formed to carry out the 
work, and Colonel Joseph G. Butler, 
Jr., of Youngstown, the boyhood friend 
and companion of Mr. McKinley, was 
chosen to take active charge as presi­ 
dent. 
The memorial building when com­ 
pleted will be valued at more than 
4!200,000 and will stand in a beautiful 
park donated by the town of Niles, 
valued at .$50,000 additional. 
The per­ 
sonal relics associated with the career 
o f Mr. McKinley will be here assem ­ 
bled. 
There will be a library, a relic 
room, a public auditorium and head­ 
quarters for the Grand Army of the 
Republic and Spanish War veterans. 
The cornerstone of this memorial was 
laid on Nov. 20, 1915. 
Concerning 
the 
memorial, 
former 
President T aft said; 
“William McKinley was a man whom 
it was a great pleasure and Inspiration 
to 
know. 
His high patriotism, 
his 
steadfastness of purpose and devotion 
to duty, his gentleness, his cheering 
optimism, all endeared him to those 
who came into personal touch with him 
as well as to the general public, who 
acquired their knowledge of him from 
his long service to the country. lie was 
a man who rose to the exigency and 
whose capacity and greatness impress­ 
ed them selves upon every one, even his 
intim ates, as the crisis in the country’s 
w elfare developed. 
The demands of 
the Spanish war and the enormous re­ 
sponsibilities that followed it called out 
Iiis innate abilities and seemed to ex­ 
pand them in u marvelous way.” 
Roosevelt’s Sentiments. 
Former President Roosevelt said: 
“Most cordially 1 wish to reaffirm 
what I said at a banquet in Canton, O., 
on Jan. 27. 1903, which was held in 
honor of the birthday of the late presi­ 
dent; ’It was given to President Me 
KInley to take_ the foremost place in 


our political life at a time when our 
country was brought face to face with 
problems more momentous than any 
whose solution we have ever attempt­ 
ed, save only in the Revolution and in 
the civil war; and It was under his 
leadership that the nation solved these 
mighty problems all right Therefore 
he shall stand in the eyes of history 
not merely as the first man of his gen­ 
eration, but as among the greatest fig 
ures in our national life, coming sec­ 
ond only to the men of the two great 
crises In which the Union wns founded 
and preserved.’ ” 
President Wilson said: 
“I am sure I am expressing only the 
feeling of the whole country when 1 
say that such a memorial as is being 
erected to him by your association ex­ 
presses the deep admiration and affec­ 
tionate esteem not only of the people 
of Ohio, but of the whole nation for a 
president who did his duty with con­ 
scientious solicitude and who lost his 
life in its performance.”

Danvers, Mass., April 12, 1831, and j 
when ten years old drove a butcher’s , 
cart and sold fruit and vegetables in | 
Salem. 
In 1840 he entered Norwich 
university, taking the military and sci- j 
entiflc course, and was graduated as a 
civil engiueer in 1S50. 
He w as em­ 
ployed by the Illinois Central In 1851 
making surveys and later was an engi­ 
neer In the service of the Rock Island. 
In 1854 he landed in Council Bluffs, la.. 
where he made his home. 
He engaged 
In business and established a banking 
house, which is now the Council Bluffs 
Savings bank. 
With the civil war he organized a 
regiment and entered the service as a 
colonel. At Pea Ridge he commanded 
a brigade, bad three horses shot under 
him and was badly wounded. 
General Grant assigned him to the 
command of the Second division of the 
! Army of the Tennessee, and he organ­ 
ized the slaves and refugees. 
General 
Grant, while at Vicksburg, recommend­ 
ed his promotion as a major general, 
and he wns at the head of the list of 
recommendations made by Grant for 
commissions as major generals In the 
regular army.

Foundation

Send 
Medical Supplies to Mexico City. 


Mexico City, Jan. 10—Responding 
to the offer of assistance in combat­ 
ing typhus fever, made by Dr. V. G. 
Heiser of the Rockefeller foundation, 
the health authorities of this city told 
Dr. Heiser they have an abundance 
of capable medical talent, but that ad 
ditional hospital equipment and sup­ 
plies would be acceptable here, owing 
to the drain of the war. 
Therefore, 
they said, the foundation’s assistance 
in this direction would be accepted 
The authorities claim that marked 
progress against typhus was made 
during the first week in January, as 
the result of efficient measures. 
It is officially announced that the 
city of Guadaljara has established a 
special medical service to meet trains 
coming from Mexico City and take 
off passengers suffering from typhus 
fever.

A Belgian royal decree lias been Is­ 
sued creating the Golden Book to com­ 
memorate the acts of generosity and 
charity toward 
Belgium during the 
war. 
The bool; will contain three parts. 
The first wiil give a complete list of 
the monetary gifts that the generosity 
of the peoples < f the world has placed 
at the disposal of Belgium. In the sec­ 
ond part will be a notice of each or­ 
ganization created to feed and help the 
Belgians during the German occupa­ 
tion, with tbe names of the persons 
who directed the organizations. 
The 
third part will describe the work of 
the various institutions formed abroad 
or in the unoccupied territory to succor 
refugees, wounded prisoners, and in 
general all Belgian victims of the war. 


The income tax return^ of both cor­

The report contains 
concise instructions telling how both 
individuals 
and

make out and execute their income 
tax returns correctly and with the 
least delay. 
“The returns mu>t be executed by 
the person for whom rendered unless 
that person is absent from the United 
States or physically or mentally in­ 
competent,” begins the instructions. 
“All taxable income should be report­ 
ed gross except income from partner­ 
ship or fiduciaries, which should he 
reported net.” 
“Only such taxes as are actually 
paid during the year for which the re­ 
turn is made are (feducible. 
Inheri­ 
tance taxes and taxes paid for local 
b en efits are not dcducible. Taxes paid 
by a bank on behalf of the stock­ 
holder constitute an allowable deduc­ 
tion to the taxpayer, but if subject 
to supertax, the stockholder should 
enter a like amount in the return, it 
being held that such payments by the 
bank are equivalent to an extra divi­ 
dend. 
“Information called on the form as 
to losses should be given in detail, 
otherwise the return will not be ac­ 
cepted as satisfactory unless detailed 
information called for relative to bad 
debts is given in full. 
No depreci­ 
ation is allowed for decrease in value 
of land. 
The decrease in value of 
stocks and bond- does not constitute 
an allowable deduction a- depreci­ 
ation or otherwise. 
“The combined income of husband 
and wife is subject only to normal 
tax. 
The supertax is taken only 
against the individual income of the 
taxpayer. 
Where husband and wife 
each have an income in excess ot 
$20,000, each should make a separ­ 
ate return. 
If in doubt as to any 
question, inquiry should be made of 
the collector or internal revenue for 
your district.” 
Instructions as to the manner in 
which corporations, as well as in­ 
d iv id u a ls. may make out the annual 
net income returns may he had at the 
office in the Federal Building.

It is with regret that we read of

opinion

writer so brilliant and resourceful 
as the Country Contributor. 
We are 
even inclined to believe that 
she 
wrote the word" without carefully 
weighing 
their meaning. 
At 
any 
rate, w’e do not believe that boys are 
at heart cruel, rude and immoral, as 
charged. 
Rudeness must not be mistaken for 
activity 
and 
mischievousness. 
A 
normal boy is full of life and energy. 
The normal boy aspires to be strong, 
robust and rugged. 
Physical de­ 
velopment calls for such games as 
leapfrog, foot-ball, baseball and the 
like, but such amusements cannot be 
classified either as rude or immoral. 
A boy may be strong and healthy but 
chivalrous and polite. 
If a boy has 
to sew and play with dolls to over­ 
come what is called “rudeness” then 
we prefer to have him rude. 
If every boy is immoral by nature 
there would be more bad men in the 
world. 
We believe that immorality 
is the result of association and ex­ 
ternal influences. 
Sociologists agree 
that in every man, no matter how 
low he may have fallen, there is a 
spark of manhood somewhere in his 
heart.

Valuable to the Public at Large. 


Until very recently millions of dol 
lars were tied up in public school prop­ 
erty, paid for in large part by the peo­ 
ple of small means and utilized for 
only from five to seven hours a day in 
the week and nine months in the year, 
a total of not more than 1,400 hours a 
year, and closed through the remaining 
8,700 hours of the year. 
The public school funds, again a levy 
upon the small householder, were used 
solely for the regular school w’ork, 
meaning for the most part the ele­ 
mentary education of young children. 
Every effort to open the schools for 
night classes or for any other purpose 
than that of the set routine of the pre­ 
scribed school period met with vigor­ 
ous opposition. 
Attempts to make a 
better utilization of the school plants 
were regarded as almost sacrilegious. 
Pupils were turned out when they 
had finished the sixth grade or the 
grammar school or the fortunate few 
when they had graduated from the 
high school, and the public schools had 
no further concern With them. 
In the 
last decade, however, there has been 
a pronounced and growing sentiment 
in favor of getting better value for a 
larger part of the population out of the 
expensive American public school sys­ 
tem. 
All over the country there has come, 
slowly, but surely, the new order which 
makes the schoolhouses seats of edu­ 
cation, not only for a very few pupils 
during u short period, but for persons 
of all ages who wish to learn many 
things which are not set down in the 
ordinary 
public 
school 
curriculum. 
Also in most cities and large towTns the 
schoolhouses are used for civic and so­ 
cial purposes, for immigrant classes 
and Instruction in casting the ballot, 
for concerts, lectures and dances and 
for parent-teacher associations. 
To show how’ widely this movement 
has extended, w’here the greatest ad­ 
vantage accrued and where the most 
remained to be done a survey wras 
made by C. A. Perry of the Russell 
Sage foundation and published by the 
United States bureau of education. 
Mr. Perry calls attention to the fact 
that it is a common habit to think of 
the activities that go on in the class­ 
room as in some essential way differ­ 
ent from those which go on in the par­ 
lor. the office or the shop. 
Because of 
the imposing and intricate machinery 
of modern education one loses sight of 
the fact that nothing is done in school 
that is not done outside. 
Boys and 
girls pick up a knowledge of letter» 
and local geography before they go to 
school. 
With every one learning be­ 
gins before school days and continues 
afterward. 
The distinctive work of the school­ 
room is to make certain common activ­ 
ities go better than they ordinarily do 
apart from it. Its efficacy was first ap­ 
preciated by the church. As democracy 
developed and the participation of the 
people in the affairs of government in­ 
creased concern was felt as to the wis­ 
dom and intelligence which the masses 
w’ould display in the exercise of suf­ 
frage. 
The instruction given in the 
homes and by the church and private 
agencies was not sufficient to insure 
the adequate education of the citizens. 
The lack of uniformity in education 
was especially bad. and the public 
schools were instituted to better con­ 
ditions. 
The statistics that Mr. Perry collect­ 
ed in various parts of the country show’ 
that new and varied activities have 
come within the environment and un­ 
der the control of public education. 
Mr. Perry thus translates their signifi­ 
cance: “Do they show’ that lectures are 
held in schools? 
It means that new’ 
canals have been dug to facilitate com­ 
merce in the world’s stores of knowl­ 
edge. 
Do they reveal parent-teacher 
gatherings in classrooms? 
Society is 
getting team work between the home 
and the school. 
Political rallies and 
voting? The seat of democracy is be­ 
ing transferred from the back hall and 
the barber shop to more suitable quar­ 
ters. 
The games of boys and girls? 
Childhood is beginning to receive intel­ 
ligent consideration. Youths and maid­ 
ens consorting in school halls and gym­ 
nasiums? 
Instincts of racial impor­ 
tance are being cherished instead of 
exploited. 
The figures roughly profile 
a ground swell of social effort.” 


New Model City. 
The economic value of decent living 
and of Sunday observance is getting a 
thorough test on a great publicity work 
at Wissota. Wis., where the Wisconsin 
Minnesota Light and Power company 
is constructing a $2,000.000 dam in the 
building of a model city by the com­ 
pany, giving homes to 1,000 persons. 
The company will provide amuse­ 
ments, such as educational movie pic­ 
ture theaters, establish a hospital and 
make the city sanitary in every par­ 
ticular. 
Among the first rules laid down by 
the company is that there shall be no 
desecration of the Sabbath, that gam­ 
bling shall be barred and that no in­ 
toxicants shall be tolerated.

“The present popular craze for 
preparedness forw’ar leads straight to 
militarism. 
Prussian 
preparedness, 
the very root of modern militarism, 
w’as the direct cause of the exhaust­ 
ing armaments of modern European 
nations. 
Militarism inevitably pre­ 
verts national moral sense. 
It breeds 
treachery, the policy of frightfulness, 
cruelty, slaughter, the trampling of 
treaties as scraps of paper, tlu* sir Ic­ 
ing of Lusitanias, the murder of the 
Amenian nations, 
the 
shooting 
of 
Edith Caveils. 
Human nature is the 
same in America as abroad. 
That is 
what preparedness for war will do 
for us.” 
“Let us waste no time trying to 
stop the present war. 
That question 
will be settled by 
the 
belligerents 
themselves. 
If we would prevent 
war, we must eliminate the causes of 
war. 
Cause should be distinguished 
from occasion. 
The cause is what 
builds the pvre for a world conflag­ 
ration, whereas the occasion is mere­ 
ly the match that happens to set it 
off. 
The monster we must blame for 
laying the foundation for the present 
war is a Jekyll-IIyde sort of deity, 
whose good name is Patriotism and 
w’hose bad name is Nationalism. 
A 
few score years ago we owed our 
allegiance to the state, today we owe 
it to the nation, tomorrow’ we shall 
owe it to the inter-nation.”

The treasurer is guided in li s duties by the -statutes of Indiana, rom which there is no relief. 
Do not ask him to violate his oath of office. 
Taxes are due January 1st anl payable at this office in full or at the option of the taxpayer, one-half, ncluding Road Tax in full, on or be­ 
fore the first Monday in May, 1916, a id the remaining one-half on or befire the first Monday in November, 1916. 
If the first installment is not pa.'d within the limit set by law, the taxes for the entire year are then due and del.nquent, and ten per cent, pen­ 
alty is extended by the Auditor and ciarged to the Treasurer. 
The State is interested in this extension, and he Auditor and Treasurer are both per­ 
sonally liable for any penalties that might be refunded. 
Under no circumstances can the Treasurer alter the duplicate. 
He cannot make reductions 
in taxes, and he cannot refund money after once paid in. All errors must b^ corrected by the Auditor. 
Assignees, Guardians, Administrators, and others who pay taxes onoroperty in trust, and those whose ta.es are complicated, ta-ill save valuable 
time by rendering a statem ent of the a line to the Treasurer as early as convenient, in order to make the proper divisions and to correct computation 


apportionment of taxes on such estates. 
Ditch Tax payments expire same time and date as regular tax, and a ’l unpaid Ditch Taxes are subject to same penalty as other taxes. 


No Receipts Will Be Made Out For Any Party Until Payment Is Tendered 


As the Treasurer cannot kno / the location of each person’s property, 1 axpayers should designate the prjperty on which they wish to pay, and 
see 
that all property is included in the r receipts. 
If they have land in mofe than one township or corporation, ord esire to pay taxes on lands or lots 
not in their name call the Treasurer s attention to the m atter. 
Carefully examine receipts b :fore leaving the office and if any errors are evident have them corrected at once. 
The Treasurer’s office is sure to be crowded to its fullest capacUy during the last week of tax collections by persons who are compelled, by force 
of circumstances, to postpone payment until the limited time; therefore those Taxpayers who can arrange earlier payment are earnestly requested to 
do so. 
We ask this not for'ourselves, but for those who are compelled to wait. 
The tax duplicate is not a transfer book and when for any one year the tax duplicate is made with reference to the property on the first day of 
March of said year, the duplicate renuins forever unchanged as to showing of property, and in whose name, changes oa 
the transfer books, or prompt 
recording to the contrary notw ithstanl ng. 
Property will appear in the 9 me name for the payment of the second installm ent as for the first install­ 


ment. 
Tho clerk at the window may not readily remember the circum stance connected with your property. 
Save time by simply -stating NAME and 
TOWNSHIP or CORPORATION, and whether property is personal or real estate or both. 
T in Treasurer will not be res onsible for penalties and charges on Delinquent Tax resulting from the o lission of the person paying such tax 
to 
state definitely on what property, in whose name and in what township or corporation it was assessed. 
The owner of the property on the first day of March in any year shall be liable for taxes of that year. 
The purchaser of the property on the 
first day of March shall be considered the owner on that day.—(Sec. 103).

Dumplings.—Sift one-half cupful of 
flour, one teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der and a pinch of salt into bowl, add 
one-fourth capful of milk slowly. Dust 
board with flour, roll out the dough 
and then cut into small cul>es with a 
sharp knife. 
Add to the soup. 
Green Split Pea Soup.—Two cupfuls 
of split peas, two tablespoonfuls of 
finely cut onions, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one tablespoon ful of flour, one 
tablespoonful of salt, one-eighth tea­ 
spoonful of paprika, one tablespoonful 
of finely chopped parsley, one teaspoon­ 
ful of dried thyme, one teaspoonful of 
dried celery leaves, one cupful of milk. 
The peas are washed and put in Bos­ 
ton bean pot the evening before with 
six cupfuls of cold water. Next day (If 
for evening dinner) put the bean pot in 
oven at 12 o’clock. Do not drain. P ut 
the onion in at once and put on the lid 
and forget the pot until 3 o’clock. Re­ 
move cover and add as xnucb w ater to 


the peas as has boiled away. Stir with 
wooden spoon, cover and return to 
oven; then add all seasoning, flour and 
butter. Add 111 ilk last. Serve at G:30.

RULES IN FORCE 


Regulations May End Frauds 


That Hava Been Practiced. 


FULL DETAILS OF JOURNEY 


Oath 
of 
Allegiance, 
Duplicate

davit and Three Photographs Are 
Now Required— W here One Is Going 
When Abroad and W h y M ust Be 
Explained In Full.

To prevent passport frauds the Unit­ 
ed States government has put iuto ef­ 
fect the new passport system author­ 
ized by President Wilson’s executive 
order of Dec. 15. 
This requires a 
double application for a passport and 
three photographs of the applicant and 
provides for the Introduction of an in­ 
spection system by which every pass 
port will be countersigned by a United 
States treasury inspector when the 
traveler boards ship, as well as tho es 
tablishment of a special passport bu 
reau in New’ York city. 
All applications for passports must 
be made In duplicate. 
These npplica 
tions must be sent to Washington, 
where passports will be issued by the 
state department, as in the past, al­ 
though in emergency passports may 
be Issued by the bureau in New York. 
The original application will be kept 
on file in Washington. When the pass 
port is issued it will be sent to the bu­ 
reau In New York, accompanied by the 
duplicate copy of the application. The 
applicant will be notified to call at the 
bureau for bis passport. The duplicate 
application will L»e placed in the hands 
of an inspector for use In examining 
the holder of the passport when the 
latter boards ship to sail. 


Must Tell About Intended Trip. 
The application mpst name the coun 
tries it Is Intended to visit and give 
the object of the trip. 
The passport 
will contain this blank: “ I intend to 
leave the United States from the port 
of ---- , sailing on board the ----- on 
, 1910,’’ which must be filled in. No 
passport will be Issued to a person who 
falls to state the vessel on which he in­ 
tends to sail. 
Passports will be good 
only on the designated steamers. 
One of the three photographs re­ 
quired to be furnished in each case 
will be retained in the state depart­ 
ment in W ashington, another will be 
attached to the passport and the third 
to the duplicate application to be 
used by the inspector. 
When the ap 
plicant calls at the New York bureau 
for bis passport the photograph on the 
passport will be consulted; again, he 
must be checked up by photograph 
when he boards ship to sail. 
The new requirements have been 
adopted as a result of the recent pass­ 
port frauds. 
They are intended to 
give the American passport greater 
value and prestige, as well as to pre­ 
vent fraud. The reforms decided upon 
are based partially on reports sent to 
Washington by Richard W. Flournoy, 
chief of the bureau of citizenship of 
the state department, who has spent 
several months abroad studying the 
passport situation as affecting Amerl 
cans. 
How Pacsports Are Issued. 
No one but the secretary of state 
may grant and issue passports in the 
United States, and he is empowered to 
refuse them in his discretion. 
Pass­ 
ports are not issued by American dip 
lomatic and consular officers abroad, 
except in cases of emergency, and a 
citizen who Is abroad and desires to 
procure a passport must apply there­ 
for through the nearest diplomatic or 
consular officer to the secretary of 
state. 
The applicant must take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States, and his 
application must be accompanied by a 
description of himself. 
In addition to these requirements, 
“a person born in the United States in 
a place where births are recorded will 
be required to submit a birth certificate 
with his application.” In the case of a 
person born abroad whose father was 
a native citizen of the United States 
application must show that the father 
was born in the United States, resided 
therein and was a citizen at the time 
of the applicant’s birth. 
The depart­ 
ment may require that this affidavit be 
supported by that of one other citizen 
acquainted with the facts. 
A naturalized citizen must transmit 
his certificate of naturalization or a 
duly certified copy of the court record 
thereof with his application. 
A passport expires six months from 
the date of its issuance. 
A new one 
will be Issued upon a new application, 
accompanied by the old passport, and 
may be renewed abroad by a diplo­ 
matic or principal consular officer of 
ttie United States. 
No passport will 
be renewed more than twice. 
American citizens going direct to 
France from the United States are re­ 
quired to bear passports vised by 
French diplomatic or consular officers 
in the United States. 
An American 
citizen who sojourns in some other 
foreign country before visiting France 
should Inquire of the American or 
French diplomatic representatives in 
such foreigu country concerning the 
special formalities which It will be 
necessary for him to fulfill before en­ 
tering French territory. 
Russian regulations require that a 
passport 
m ust state definitely the 
names of the places in Russia which 
the holder expects to visit and the ob­ 
jects of his visits thereto.

Retreating Troops. 


During the retreat of the British 
army after the battle of Mons many 
heartrending scenes were witnessed 
along the roads In the endeavor of the 
civilian population, mostly women and 
children, to keep up with and remain 
under the protection of the British col­ 
umns. 
The aged, the infirm. Invalids and 
toddling children—all 
were

the 
roads. Driven by fear, famished and 
without food, their feet blistered and 
swollen, they tramped onward, ever 
onward, until in many cases human 
endurance could stand the strain no 
longer, and they sank exhausted by 
the roadside. 
Many are the stories of lifts given on 
baggage wagons and of rations being 
sacrificed by generous soldiers to the 
starving refugees. 
Among these the 
story of the Grenadier guards’ reserv­ 
ist is one of the prettiest. A little tot 
of six, adrift lu the welter of this hu­ 
man tide of suffering, had been brave­ 
ly plodding along beside the regim ent 
Though her shoes were worn through, 
her feet cut and bleeding, she toddled 
on until she. too, came to the end of 
her strength and could do no more. In 
the words of the sergeant; 
“I couldn’t bear to think of the little 
lass being left behind; she Just remind­ 
ed me of one of my own over yonder.” 
Despite the ninety pounds of kit and 
the days and nights of marching, the 
grenadier lifted the little maid on his 
arm and carried her along. 
After six 
miles the extra burden was too much 
even for his endurance, and, as he said, 
he "bad either to put her down or fall 
out.” Unwilling to leave the little one 
behind, he passed her over to his chum, 
who also carried her a few miles, in 
turn passing her on to another. 
By 
these means the entire company car­ 
ried the little girl to the limits of the 
march south, almost to the gates of 
Paris. 
When the tide was at ebb and 
the British forces, with their French 
comrades, were about to turn and close 
at last upon their antagonists she was 
relinquished to the care of some good 
nuns. 
One would like to know w hat became 
of this little piece of flotsam saved 
from the maelstrom of w ar—whether 
she was restored to her parents or if 
there were any parents to welcome 
her.

London Took Second Placo In 1911. 
Fact Hidden by Blunder. 


New York is the largest city in the 
world. 
London by reason of losses 
occasioned by the w ar and because of 
a gigantic mistake in estimating the 
population m ust now admit that the 
American metropolis Is the bigger by 
about a quarter of a million people. 
Nor are m atters improved, us Lon­ 
doners have imagined, by comparing 
the population of Greater London with 
th at of G reater New York, for there 
again the American metropolis beats 
the older city by 132,000. 
It is four years now since the last 
census of IiOndon was taken, but the 
official figures have only ju st been 
made public. 
These figures show, among other 
things, an astonishing blunder. 
The 
census revealed that there were actual­ 
ly some 4.r>00,000 within the county of 
London (which means London proper), 
but the London county council and 
other local authorities had been esti­ 
mating that the population was 390,000 
more, and accordingly all statistics as 
to births and deaths have been inaccu­ 
rate. 
Tbe exact number of people in the 
county of London, according to these 
1911 figures. Is 4,521,358, whereas New 
York city in 1910 numbered 4,700,883. 
Counting in "extra London." as it is 
term ed—that is, London outside the 
county—the population of the erstwhile 
metropolis of tlie w'orld is 7,251,358, 
whereas that of Greater New Y’ork, in­ 
cluding the W estchester and New Jer­ 
sey suburbs, was at the last census 
7,383,871. 
Considering, however, that tbe latter 
count was made in 1914, three years 
later than London’s most recent enu 
meratlon, the probability is tbat the 
biggest cities of the old and tbe new 
world are now just about neck and 
neck.

"Nothing can be clearer trom a survey, 
of tbe whole subject than that these 
pre-Columbian voyages were quite bar 
reu of results of historic Importance.

-otherwise they made no real addition 
to the stock of geographical knowl­ 
edge. 
They wrought no effect w hat­ 
ever upon the European mind. 
In no 
sense was any real contact established 
between 
the 
eastern 
and 
western 
halves of our planet until the great 
voyage of Columbus In 1492.”
